I himavlf a success; and his consummate 
thirst for th. requisite knowledge by 
which national superiority is attained. 
Put It in other words, and after com' 
paring the. medical student of mature 
age in the Old World with the smart 
youngsters of this country seen with 
sheepskins under their arms before they 
are barely out of their twenties, the 
difference can be seen and thte cause for 
it found in the mental ftgility to "get 
there." This can be easily 'witnessed 
by_a comparison of ihe studies, of Am- 
erican students in Europe with those i 
of natives." • 


This is the view of Or. J. R. Walker, 


who baa just returned from nn extend' 
ed tour of the leading clinics of Eu 
rope on a course of special studies in 
ear, eye and throat diseases. 
Dr. 


Walker left Fresno with his wife and 
child about eight months ago and his 
itinerary ert&raced London, Paris, Ger- 
many, Switzerland and Alsaue.Lori.in. 
In response to a question as to why 
it happens that the student of Europe 
seldom qualities for medical practice be- 
fore h« is well up toward thirty years, 
he summed it up in a,.general outline of 
the American character. 


It has been a mnttcr of frequent 


comment and speculation thst the Am- 
erican law or medical stnent out-dis- 
tances the. student of the European col- 
leges by perfection in studies by s'ev- 
tral years, at the end of which time, on 
graduation, the American holds a de 
give, while the other is simply qualified 
by the granting of a license to prac- 
tice. In explaining this point in detail, 
Dr. Walker stated that, where the Am- 
erican works with feverish haste al) 
day and far into the night, the Euro- 
pean student is content with the- re- 
sults of ttich day's deliberate study and 
research, and is perfectly willing to let 
it rest at that when his stipulated hours 
of a short, day's work cnmes to an end. 


As in the case of most other medical 


men of the Occident who visit Europe 
for perfection in their studies, Dr. 
Walker spent tire greater part of his 
time in London on hospital work in the 
poorer districts of London.
